At Same Time It Sustains 


Judge Faris in His Refus- 
al to Disqualify Himeelf 
in Gans Suit. 


HAS BEEN SHOWN 


Recites That Change in 
Control of Property 
Would Involye “Sacrifice 
of Public Interest.” 


The United Stated Circuit Court 
of Appeals, in a decision given 
here today, denied the petition of 
lawyers for the. Gans bondholding 
interests of the Frisco Railroad, 


who sought to overturn the ap- 
pointment of James M. Kurn and 
John G. Lonsdale as receivers for 

The lawyers, in their petition to 
the Appellate Court, asked permis- 
sion to apply for writs to restrain 
District Judge Faris, who appoint- 
ed the réceivers, from further han- 
dling of tke Frisco case. 

Judge Kenyon wrote the opinion 


Gardner and Sanborn concurring. 
He reviewed the circumstances in 
which Judge Faris appointed the 
receivers in response to a credi- 
tor’s suit, after having denied the 
receivership plea of counsel for 
Dora and Charles Gans, owners of 
$3500 of Frisco bonds. 
Judge Faris Upheld. 

He then discussed the charge of 
the complaining lawyers that Judge 
Faris sh-wed prejudice against 
their clients. They asked Judge 
Faris to disqualify himself on their 
affidavit of prejudice, and he re- 
fused to do so. In this, the Ap- 
pellate Court upholds him for three 
reasons. 


vit was not filed within the re- 
quired time, and no sufficient rea- 
son was stated for failure to file 
it in time. 

Second, “the reasons cited do not 
fairly support the charge of preju- 
dice, but indicate rather that the 
complainants are discontented be- 
cause of adverse rulings made by 
the Judge.” 

Third, the court says, the peti- 
tion seeks only to disqualify Judge 
Faris in the Gans suit, and would 
not affect his status in the suit of 
the creditor, Hobbs-Western Co., 
in which he appointed the receiv- 
ers. 

“With the acquiescence and con- 
sent of the complainants,” the opin- 
ion says, the same receivers were 
appointed in the Gans suit. Hence, 
the Judge would continue to issue 
administrative orders controlling 
the receivers, and if he were dis- 
qualified in the Gans case, there 
would be two Judges issuing orders 
to the same receivers controlling 
the same property, which would 
result in great confusion. The pub- 
lic interest demands that the oper- 
ation of this public_carrier be un- 
der the control of one directing 
power.” 

Why Receivers Aré Retained. 

The Appellate Court recites also 
that the same receivers, Kurn and 
Lonsdale, have been appointed in 
other jurisdictions into which tre 
Frisco’s lines extend. This would 
mean further confusion and sac- 
rifice of public interest, if there 
were conflict of judicial authority 
over the receivership, the court 
says.

The plan for the economic meet-

Under Proposal, Payments 
Would Be Made to Pro- 
ducer in Return for Cut 
in Acreage.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Sena- 
tor Arthur Capper (Rep.), Kansas, 
in a radio talk today on current 
questions before Congress, ex- 
‘plained and championed the pro- 
posed domestic allotment plan of 
farm relief.

Loss of Buying Power. 

“Measured in buying power. 
farmers today are getting less then 
half what they received for their 
farm products in the five ears 
just before the World War. The 
loss of farm buying power in prac- 
tice destroys the buying power of 
nearly half the domestic market of 
the United States. 

“Here is a general idea of what 
the domestic allotment proposes to 
do. I will use wheat as an enam 
ple. The same principle applies to 


- 


(including corn as part of the 
raising of hogs), tobacco, possibly 
dairy products. 8 
“Suppose we produce 800,000, 0% 
bushels of wheat a year. Suppose 
we consume in the domestic mar- 
ket 690,000,000 bushels. That mcans 
200,000,000 bushels surplus, a sur- 
plus that continually increases, 
even though we practically give 
some of it away. It seems that what 
should be done to get rid of the 
economic overload is to reduce >ro- 
duction at least 20 per cent. 
“Today the wheat grower is re- 
ceiving for his wheat 55 cents a 
bushel less, in buying power, than 
he received in pre-war days. He is 
not even receiving the 42 cents a 
bushel benefit the protective tariff 
is supposed to give him. 

Method of Raising Funds. 
“It is proposed that the wheat 
farmer be given an additional 55 
cents a bushel, or perhaps the 
amount of the tariff, 42 cents a 
bushel on that part of his produc- 
tion needed for domestic consump- 
tion. In return he agrees to reduce 
his acreage 20 per cent. If he does 
not reduce acreage, he does not re- 
ceive the extra payment. As a gen- 
eral rule, a reduction of 20 per cent 
in acreage, over a period of several 
years, would cause a reduction of 
20 per cent in production. It is

LOAN PAYMENT IN U.S, 


Will Offer Bill to Take Up 
‘Debt at $1.25 to 
Dollar. 


By the Associated Press. 

DUBLIN, Irish Free State, Dec. 
20.— President De Valera an- 
nounced to the Saorstat yesterday 
that the Government has decided 
to propose legislation providing for 
the repayment at the rate of $1.25 
on every dollar of Irish Repub- 
lican loans raised in the United 
States in 1918 and 1920. 

Such legislation is to be intro- 
duced into the Dail after Feb. 1. 
The technical nature of the bill 
will be to amend the funds act of 
1924. 

The principles of repayment, 
President De Valera said, would 
include: 

First, the sum of $1.25 will be 
paid either in ck or cash for 
each dollar subscribed in loans, 
the amount already paid on each 
dollar by receivers to be regarded 
as payment in part. 

Second, the payment on $10 and 
$25 bond certificates will be in 
cash. 

Third, payments on bond certifi- 
cate of denominations of $30 and 
upwards will be in stock, in multi- 
ples of $5 in cash for odd amounts 
in dollars and cents. 

Fourth, the stock will have Irish 
Fre State Government security 
bearing interest at the rate of 3% 
per cent per annum, tax free in 
the Irish Free State, payable year- 
ly, and redeemable at the nominal 
value at the end of five years or 
at any intervening date by pur- 
chase in the open market. 

The total amount owed in the 
United States is about $5,000,000 at 
par. The amount will be made up 
of portions of the first and second 
Dail loans floated in America in 
1921 by De Valera, who worked for 
his passage across the Atiantic on 
a tramp steamer despite British 
efforts to capture him.

“There is every disposition on the 
part of Canada to agree with us it 
is a domestic question,” Rogers said, 
indicating that Canada would agree 
to any change necessary in engi- 
neering plans to prevent granting 
the power rights to the Aluminum 
Co., a Mellon concern. : 

Rogers was called before the com- 
mittee primarily for questioning on 
the contention of Cleveland A. New- 
ton of St. Louis, a representative of 
the Mississippi Valley Association, 
that the treaty of 1909 gave the 
United States the right to continue 
diversion at Chicago. “‘I am satis- 
fied that we cannot make that 
claim,” Rogers testified.

Each Cow Is Supposed to Yield 


53 to 613 Quarts 
Next Tear.

MOSCOW, Dec. 20.—Joseph V. 
Stalin, head of the Communist par- 
ty, and V. M. Molotoff, head of the 
Council of People’s Commissars, is- 
sued a decree last night assessing 
the Government's 1933 collections of 
milk and butter from the peasantry 
in the form of a special tax and 
placing them on the same basis as 
the present meat collections. 


The order does not specify wheth- 
er the collections next year shall be 
greater or smalier than in 1932, but 
it assigns definite quotas both for 
individual and collective peasants 
ranging from 53 to 613 quarts of 
milk per cow per year, depending 
on the locality and the resources of 
the farms, with individuals furnish- 
ing more proportionately than col- 
lectives. 

The State dairy farms, operated 
exclusively by e Government, 
were assessed a year’s quota of 
30,700 tons of butter, compared with 
a 1932 total of 22,000. 

The decree fixed a flat price of 
15 kopecks a liter to, be paid to the 
peasantry for deliveries to the Gov- 
ernment, which compares with five 
rubles per liter now charged in the 
private market. . 

(Using the nominal valuation of 51.5 
cents for the ruble, the price of 15 
kopecks a liter is the equivalent 
of 7.7 cents a quart, the price of 
five rubles a liter is about $2.44.) 

Those failing to fulfill their Gov- 
ernment contracts will be subjected 
to fine and to forced sale of their

The relations of France and the United States have 
been far too friendly for any serious rupture. They 
are the oldest of republics. No Frenchman, we imag- 
ine, would assert that all our debts to France, whether 
political or financial, were not fully requited when 
our army took its place with the Allied forces upon 
the western front in 1918. The people of these two 
great republics have immense affection for one an- 
other. The Department of Commerce estimated that 
American citizens last year spent $110,000,000 in 
France, more than in all the rest of Europe. About 
one-fourth of this sum came from Americans resident 
in France. In the first 10 months of 1932, France im- 
ported from the United States goods valued at 990, 
162,588: she exported to the United States goods 
valued at $36/364,943. About one-third of the French 
imports from the United States is represented by 
cotton and mineral oils. 

The French default of Dec. 15 was not so serious 
as we may believe. We insisted then that France 
would pay, and she will. She was only making a point 
in her characteristic Latin fashion. In the end, she 
will protect her credit, as well as discharge her 
own share of those mutual obligations which have 
united the two countries for a century and a half.

Rest Too Little, 
Parents Warned 


NEW YORK. 
60 ROWING boys and girls 
G need more rest than many 
of them get, if they are to 
be well nourished,” says Dr. Caro- 
line Hedger, in a bulletin of the 
American Child Health Association. 

The child’s body cannot use to 
best advantage the food it gets un- 
less it has plenty of rest, Dr. 
Hedger says. This is an important 
fact for parents to observe, espe- 
cially in these times. 

Even in normal times parents 
need to realize this more fully, Dr. 
Hedger says. “I have seen shows 
and drills put on by schools for the 
delectation of the parent-teacher 
association at an hour when every 
child in the drill should have been 
in bed. Why should the high-school 
orchestra be expected to play at 
night beyond 9 o’clock, the hour 
when the growing boy and girl 
should be ready for sleep?” 

Though individuals vary in the 


children, she points out, adding that 
this is particularly true during the 
“teen” age. The physical strain at 
that time of rapidly growing taller 
is so great that the youth's pro- 
gram should be lighter than it was 
in the years preceding. 

Instead of that, extra home les- 
sons, competitive athletics and so- 
cial functions are piled on until 
many youths break down and there 
is a high tuberculosis rate among 
adolescents, Dr. Hedger asserts.

Oyster Patties. 

This recipe will serve eight 
people. 

Scald one quart of oystors 
with a stalk of celery, one small 
sliced onion and one bay leaf 
for 10 minutes. Strain. Makea 
cream sauce using two table- 
spoons of flour and two of but- 
ter, salt, celery salt and white 
pepper to taste. Cook together 
until the flour is dissolved 
then add gradually the heated 
milk. Put oysters in a sauce- 
pan and heat in their own 
liguor until the lips begin to 
curl. Drain and reserve tne 
liquor. Add the oyster liquor 
and one cup of cream to the 
cream sauce and just before 
serving add the oysters and re- 
heat.
